1. S.B. 188    Wildlife Resources Conservation Easement Restricted Account  (Sen. D. Stowell)

Mike Canning, Habitat Chief, Wildlife Resources; and Kevin Carter,
Director, School and Institutional Trust Lands Administration, participated in the presentation.
